More Phoney Money Pushed 
In 1949, Report States 


WASHINGTON. — Secret Service 
Chief U. E. Baughman has re- 
ported public losses from counter- 
feiting more than tripled from 1948 
to 1949, jumping from $190,133 to 
$651,445. 

This marked the highest peak in 
phoney money deals since 1935 
when the public lost a_ record 
$1,037,785, he said 

Another $703,423 in bogus bills 
was seized by Secret Service 
agents before it could be passed, 
Baughman said in a report to the 
secertary of the treasury on 1949 
operations, 

He reported also an increase in 
forgeries of treasury checks and 
savings bonds. 

Operations against counterfeiters 
brought 478 arrests in 1949. Some 
suspects had not yet been tried, 
but 273 persons were convicted on 
counterfeiting charges last year, 
the report said.

Not All Pictures 
Are Good Ones 


By William R. Nelson 
PICTURE may or may not be 


worth ‘10,000 words’’, as the 
Chinese proverb claims, but it cer- 
tainly represents a pretty penny in 
costs, time, space and judgment, 
if published in a newspaper. In addi- 
tion, it is seldom desirable to re- 
publish a picture, so all of the ef- 
fort, time and money expended is 
for a single use, 

Editors appreciate the interest 
shown when readers suggest pub- 
lication of pictures, and they com- 
ply as often as possible. But pub- 
lishing a picture in a newspaper is 
not as easy as it may seem, 


* Pictures are 
Pictures only ‘worth 
Are 10,000 words’ 
News, Too when they con- 


vey desired in- 
formation, That immediately classi- 
fies them as news and means they 
should be selected for their news 
value. Unless a photograph is of 
someone or some event currently 
in the news, publication has little 
or no meaning. 

Assuming that a picture has news 
value, it then must be of such qual- 
ity it will reproduce well in the 
paper. Mariy photographs which are 
entirely satisfactory for an album 
cannot be reproduced distinctly 
enough to be recognizable in a news- 
paper, Publishing such pictures is 
a disappointing waste of space, ef- 
fort and money, 

There are other factors, too, such 
as permission of those in the pic- 
ture for its publication, its news 
value or the amount of interest in 
it among the paper’s readers, and 
whether there is time to make a cut, 


If not taken 

No Place specifically for 
for the paper, on 
Incongruity its order, a 


photograph 
may not be timely and therefore 
its use may seem _ incongruous, 
Even if timely but received too late 
to get a cut made, it may not be 
practical to use it in a later issue 
because reader interest will have 
waned by then. 


For these and many other rea- 
sons, the editor is always the best 
judge of whether or not a picture 
can be or should be published. 

If the paper publishes other pic- 
tures, some not local in origin, in 
the very issue for which your’s was 
rejected, it is well to remember 
that in addition to the above fac- 
tors, there is still another. It is 
that some pictures, always of news 
value, are furnished to the paper in 
forms that make their use easy and 
inexpensive, because they are al- 
so supplied to many other newspa-

Duke, Finding It Costly 
To Live, Must Sell Land 


LONDON, ENGLAND. — A 
large piece of Arundel, Sussex, 
must go under the auctioneer's 
hammer because the landlord, 
the duke of Norfolk was finding 
the tax burden “too heavy."’ 

Included in the property to 
be sold were eight Georgian 
houses, borough secretary's of- 
fice, the Westminister bank, 
county council baby clinic and 
public library and the fire sta- 
tion, 

There were also the offices of 
the Southdown bus company, a 
petrol filling station, a jeweler’s, 
a stationer’s, a sweet shop, a 
wireless shop, a corn store, a 
printing shop, a butcher's, a 
baker’s, and a house the council 
has _ requisitioned for flats. 
Among a number of tearooms 
up for sale will be Ye Olde 
Dairy and Honeybuns Guest 
house. 

This is the fourth sale of 
Arundel property since 1947 by 
the duke, whose castle overlooks 
the ancient Highstreet in which 
19 of the properties stand. 

At the first sale he told his 
tennants that he was obligated 
to sell ‘ton account of the heavy 
burden of present taxation.” 

A member of the firm of New- 
land, Tompkins & Naylor, who 
were handling the sale, said: 

“The duke has felt it neces- 
sary to make further sales owing 
to the pressure of taxation. He 
just can’t afford to live.’’

him at first; indeed it disturbed 
him deeply, for the answer looked 
worse than the original problem. 
The essence of it was this (Hab. 
2:5-11): God had indeed seen the 
wicked ways of the nation of Judah, 
and was going to punish the whole 
country by defeat in war. He was 
bringing up against them _ the 
Babylonians (Chaldeans), an ag- 
gressive, fighting, ruthless nation. 
Sooner or later Babylon and Judah 
would clash, and then—Smash!

The Prophet Still 
Asks Questions 
ABAKKUK KNEW very well 
what the Babylonian armies 
were like and what they had been 
doing. But could it be true that 
God would actually make use of a 
wicked nation like Babylonia? God 
was “of purer eyes than to behold 
evil;"’ how then could a good God 
use the cruel violence of godless 


armies, even for a righteous pur- 
pose? 

The Babylonians were not 
God's people—they did not 


worship him or know him. How 

could God use his enemies to 

punish his own people? Does 

God justify the means by the 

end? Does God do evil that 

good may come? 

Habakkuk, in short, was troubled 
by exactly the same kind of ques- 
tions that have always arisen when 
men who believe in a righteous 
God ponder the meaning of the 
power of evil.

Faith Comes Through 
ABAKKUK never did get a 
complete, logical answer to 
his doubts. What he did get was 
something more valuable. It was 
a two-fold answer. First, WAIT 
AND SEE, (2:1-3.) The crushing 
of Judah by Babylon would not be 


' the last chapter of history. God 


has yet to settle his account with 
Babylon, and ‘God does settle all 
his accounts in October.” 

The other part of the answer is: 
THE JUST SHALL LIVE BY 
FAITH. The meaning here (2:4) 


, is that there are two kinds of life, 


two types of character, two sorts 
of men. One is the man of pride 
and unfaith, the other is the man 
of faith, Unfaith kills, faith makes 
alive. Unfaith trembles and falls, 
faith endures. 

So it is with men and na- 
tions. At that time you might 
have thought, Babylon will sur- 
vive, Judah has no chance, But 
in the light of history, we know 
it was Babylon that perished, 
Judah that endured, Godless- 
ness may have terrible power, 
but since it is godlessness, it 
has no final power against the 
real God. 

So Habakkuk who began by ask- 
ing questions, came out into glor- 
ious faith, The great poem with 
which his book closes is a_ bold 
confession of faith. No longer com- 
plaining, he cries out, ‘The Lord 
God is my strength!”
